Efficient operation of a health 
dep artm en t 
cannot 
be

plished in a county or district w ith 
less then 50,000 population, Dr. 
H aven 
E m erson 
declared at the 
health conference for public offi­ 
cials held at Lansing last week. 
Dr. Em erson, who is professor 
of preventive m edicine at C olum ­ 


bia U niversity, pointed out that 
the m inim um in health dep artm en t 
nurses 
should 
be one nurse to 
every 5 ,00 0 people. M inim um san­ 
itarians should be one to every 
25,000 population. 
Ile recom m ended th a t counties 
com bine into districts which would 
bring the district into the 50,000 
population bracket. 
This is in full 
accord with the proposed D elta- 
M cnomince county m erger. 
Delta 
countv has 28,000 and M enom inee 
21,000. 
Dr. Emerson pointed out that in 
the entire nation, 8 6 percent of 
the counties have less than 50,000 
population and 60 percent are u n ­ 


d e r 
25,000 
population. 
In 
the 
w hole country th ere is a great 
deal of com bining of public health 
adm inistration indicated, he said. 
T he supervisors at the m eeting 
also passed a resolution to back 
the increasing of st*ite financial 
aid to local county health d e p a rt­ 
ments. 
It: w as decided to get local 
groups such as 
FTA. 
w om en’s 
clubs and others to help back this 
financial aid bill coming up be­ 
fore the legislature. 
It is hoped to get one dollar per 
capita for public health aid. This 
would m ean 50 cents provided by 
the state and a m atching 50 cents 
provided locally. 
A plan w as dis­ 


cussed and backed to pay counties 
or districts w ith less than 50.000 
population on a 40-60 basis, and 
it is thought som e poorer counties 
be made to pay only 30 percent, 
the 70 percent of the dollar com ­ 
ing from state aid. 
No county in the U pper P enin­ 
sula has m ore th a n 50,000 popu­ 
lation. 
Som e of the counties do 
not have the valuation to carry a 
heavy health d ep artm en t load and 
therefore such a plan would aid 
N orthern Michigan.
